Toiday the clerks in the many stores of the
clty expect to complete thele orgunization by
the election of permanent ofieers and the

For years tho clerks of Omahn huve wrest
led withy the shorter hour proulem, and this
senson they sgenin took it np under the trade
union iden,  Tsolated as they were, unknown
by major portion of their fellow-workers.

Letter Carvicvs and Eight Honvs.

Tuking up the fight that was inaugurated
by the letter carriors, the pvostofice clerks
hnve declavod for an eleht-hour workdng day,
and have suceosded In inducing  General
Keteham of New York to introduce a Lill o
congress providing that the working day of
the 9000 olerks in the  fiest, second und thied
eluss postoffiees shall not exceed eight hours,
Elght hours has  been specified ns o day's
lnbor for all the ewployes of the governmoent
and equity would seem to vequire that it be
extonded to that hind working class of postal
owployes, the elerks, who now  work on an
averdgo of twelve hours o day and in some
fnstances cven longer, and pre compelled to
be on duty holideys and Sondoys -—a require-
went which s mot made without extra pay
of any other elass of porsons in tho
civil service,  Beshdes considerations affeoct-
foge dlivoctly tho welfove of the clevks, it is
